|N A (JARRISON ARE:A any atepa taken to redura 
i dafence eatabliiAments are bound to be felt with 
anme keenness; it is the local effects that immediately 
<-ause rooeem. It can scarcely be said that the cuts just 
announced by Mr. Hellyer will bear seriously on the 
eronoo;^ of the Victoria di'drict. although they add to 
the ae\w impact of the frigate cancellation and other 
loss nf federal works here. 

It is a fact aHo that it is in the realm of the 
defence hudgiri that a government can probably appear 
In eeonomiae with less un|K>pulariiy among taxpayers 

in general, . . *u •- 

Yet any n-uncation of the aimeii forces or their 
f^iahlishments must be viewed in concert with the 
result this has on the efficiency and state of readjne^ 
of the nation to meet its overall commilmenis and the 
role the military sei-vices have to play. 

ft is easy enough to invoke a percentage cut In 
either the dim-lion of funds or manpower, or both. 

A navv. army or air force can carry on even if its 
needs are not full) met, bul it will do so only with It.s 
functions aixl ability to perform these thereby hamp¬ 
ered or impaired 

The aholillon or reduction of reserve knd auxiliary 
formations, for iastance. has peperrussion on the oper¬ 
ations of the regular forces. Reserve and duxiliaty 
units are lied in with the permanent forces and in the 
rase of the RCN previde an agency which comple¬ 
ments the operations of the navy. Reserve formations 
also are the base on which rapid expansion of man¬ 
power In a national emergency may be accomplished 
Moreover these reserve establishments depend 
on sufficient encouragement to sustain the willinRnMS 
of the civilian clement to undertake a share in the 
bulwark of national defence. Stringent curtailment of 
the means whereby they may do this dampens en¬ 
thusiasm and deprives the country of a valuable as.set. 
Nor is it easy to re-activale a unit om-e disbanded and 
its facilities removed. 

• It is a problem facing defence ministers of aii 
nations how best to deploy the financial resoure-es at 
IhelP disposal, and Mr, Hellyer cannot be faulted If lie 
seeks to ervsure the best value for the defence dollar. 
Value is not to be Judged solely from the standpoint 
of expenditures, however. 

It Is the role that a government decides to play 
In relation to its responsibilities to its allies and the 
demancki of Its home defence, that is the criterion. 
Admittedly Ihts is especially difficult for a country 
like Canada, with a small population and vast areas 
to coniirier. together with the extent of the duties 
falling on it as sn integral part of the wealem alliance 
Thla country can only do so much. 

Yet ecoTKKnies or other changes in the military 
set-up must depend on slated defence policies formally 
adopted It is here there is cau.se for some disquiet 
Mr. Hellyer seems bent on pinching here and pinch¬ 
ing there, doubtless to show how well he can ctrt the ' 
total defence budget, without the governments’ over- i 
all fcfence policy having been made clear. TTie Com¬ 
mons defence committee, for example, is still in h^ng 
there is no sign of iU findings, if any, or if Mr. 
Hellyer means to pay any attention to it. 

More comfort would follow the chaises in organ¬ 
ization already announced, with more it is said to 
follow, if they seemed to fit a consideied ijattem as a 
whole, one related to a comprehen.sive defence policy 
fully stated.

npHE PEOPLE trf Saanich, Oak Bay and Esquimau 
sddnt lo lai'gf degree content with Ihe aort trf 
municipal administratiem they have been getting. That 
Is ttie message that will be taken from the results of 
the polling in the three Greater Victoria municipalities 
on Thursday, whidi brought no distinct upsets. 

Particularly in Esquimau the vote left not a veat- 
Ige of doubt abwt the electors' whole hearted support 
of their reeve. The recent controversy about his action 
In Approaching the navy regarding an opponent was 
set at naught, and hU victory was made the aweeter 
by the exreptiORally heavy balloting. 

In Oak Bay too the continuation of existing coun¬ 
cil poUcics in general appears assured with the election 
of Councillor All^jt Cox as reeve and the return of 
two Incumbents as well as the aeression of Iwo new- 
conieri. a brightening addition being the first women 
to serve on the municipal board. Mrs. Frances Elford, 
who promises to be a valuable asset. 

The apparent satisfaction of Saanich voters with 
their local government was evidenced in reverse fash¬ 
ion. 11^ extraordinarily light polling in that munici¬ 
pality — such a poor turnout that the reeve and the 
three successful candidates for councillors' seats hold 
offlcc by virtue of the votes of only 11 or 12 per cent 
of those eligible to mark their crosses ^ could hardly 
he attributed in the main to the poor weather or, as 
Reeve Murj^y suggests, to the elections being in mid¬ 
week. Saanich electors for the most part mast have 
decided that such challenges to the statas quo as 
existed were not worth voting on. 

ntere is something to be said however for the 
reeve’s suggestion that Saturday vot^ would re¬ 
sult in more persons going to the polls, in Saanich and 
^iMwhere. TTie Thui^ay date is mandatory under 
provincial legislation. One argument for it is that 
people like to have their weekends free of obligation 
to remain in town, which wouM he of more effect 
were the elections held In the summer Another is that 
some municipalities do not wish their beer and liquor 
outlets closed on a Saturday. But surely without hard¬ 
ship the legislation could be amended so that eat^ 
munlcipalt^' could lake its choice between the two 
days.

Wairh your holes 
during the perkeia of winter rains: It 
they fill up and stay filled. It la a
